They falled to 
prove this and the money was paid, 
but into the hands of the County Clerk 
in trust, instead of to the alleged 
widow. 

The woman who claimed to be the 

wife of the dead man, at the inquest, 
swore that her marriage to him had 
taken place in San Francisco. Her ex- 
planation of his death was that bur- 
giars had come into the house and 
killed him. 
She then attempted to collect the 
amount of the policy. but was deterred 
by the action of the father and mother 
of Jesse Wilcox. who claimed that the 
woman was not the wife of their son. 

The action which came to trial yes- 
terday was brought by the alleged Mrs. 
Carrie Wilcox against Mrs. Ines Wil- 
cox. 

Counsel for the defendant sought to 
introduce testimony to show that the 
thsurance company would not have al- 
lowed the transfer of the policy, from 
the mother of the insured man to the 
woman who was living with him, but 
Judge Monroe ruled against it as im- 
material.
